ceax  if  the  citizen*  wb<>  inhabit  it  are 
made  <>f  the  right  kind  of  stuff. 

Chicago,  tin*  Wondpffnl  city  which  has 
inado  such  strides  in  the  past  few  years, 
is  located  on  a  tract  of  land  which  was 
at  one  time  a  swamp.  A  more  forbid¬ 
ding  *|*»t  for  th«  site  of  n  fity  could 
hardly  U*  imagined.

The  ftrshg.  r  who  saw  Kansas 
City  in  its  early  days  and  who  visits  it 
now  can  sec  an  example  of  what  energy 
ami  determination  w  ill  do  when  put  m 
practice.  Hlutfs  liave  l>e»-n  blasted  away, 
bills  gra<bd  down,  Valieva  filled  up, 
ami  the  (late  City  lias  uot  <*ily  become 
beautiful,  but  is  m*w  the  commercial 
center  of  the  great  west. 

We  have  in  our  mind's  eye  a  fine  city 
in  one  of  the  western  state*  which  was 
laid  out  about  15  years  ago  on  the  raw 
prairie.  This  village  had  not  ime  natu¬ 
ral  advantage  to  recommend  it.

Thu»  committee,  he  said,  met  at  var¬ 
ious  time#  through  the  spring  and 
summer,  and  at  length  the  Township 
Committee  had  determined  to  call 
the  citizen's  meeting  of  December 
a2’2d,  at  which  to  recommend  again 
that  a  contract  Ire  made  aa  heretofore, 
lusteed  of  authorixing  them  to  make 
it,  tbe  citizene  had  instructed  tbe 
Committee  to  confer  with  the  Orange 
Water  Company  sod  with  the  East 
Jersey  Water  Company  upon  this 
subject,  and  report.  He  said  the 
Committee  found  that  it  waa  impoee- 
ibh*  to  see  the  Preekleot  of  the  Water 
Company,  aa  he  waa  away  from  home, 
and  the  President  of  tbe  East  Jersey 
Company  had  ex  pressed  himself  aa 
unwilling  to  interfere  with  the  Orange 
Company \  in  supplying  water  to 
Bloomfield.
